IVORY DUST AS A TABLE DELICACY. 


Ivory dust for jelly is soll in London at Gd. per 
pound, It is the waste which results from the wun. 
factiuve of ivory into various articles, and a workshop 
will accumulate. necording to amount of output, from 
five to six pounds of dust in a week. The proportions 
are one pound of dust to a quart of water, boiled for 
eight or ten hours. The product is a clear jelly, which 
is strained and flavoured tu taste or diluted for the 
purposes of sonp. 

But the stock of elephant ivory is dying out; substi- 
tutes are used largely in place of it. There is vegetable 
ivory. the seed of a low-growing palm in South America, 
each seed about the size of a hens egy; and various 
artificial ivories. a compound of caoutchoug, sulphur, 
and some white substance, pipe-clay. gypsum, or oxide 
of zine; or. more simple still a mixture of) skim-milk 
and borax, which, compressed, forms into a cream. 
coloured block, and may be used in place of native 
African ivory, which it closely resembles, 

Thus even fwhen the elephant becomes as extinet as 
the dodo, ivory jelly may still keep up, if not add to, its 
reputation.

The boys brought big 
stones and firewood. These were piled up all along one 
side of the trench. The wood was then set fire to aud

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Many le imagine that it is the hide of some specially 
ble animal whose coat has this aroma, eg a 
matter of fact, ‘Russia leather’ only gris its smell from 
being soaked in a preparation bark, tar, and an 
aromatic plant. Quite common leathers are treated in 
ie way, and in my opinion it does not at all improve 
em. 
In another room he showed me a leather of his own 
curing, which had a peculiar smell somewhat of that 
kind. This he said was far superior to the other, for 
which he seemed to have a decided contempt. 
To return to the first room. I was shown all the 
different kinds of hide exposed there. There were 
Brazilian oxen, Peruvian oxen, and British oxen. The 
latter, he said, with a chaffy smile, were by no means the 
best. Also Russian skins of all kinds were there in 
abundance—sheep, calf, goat, dog, ete. 
We then proceeded to the room where the skins are 
Ca ga totheir first treatment. There are large stone 
tables, where they are cleaned of any remnants of flesh 
by means of sharp steel scrapers. ey are then flung 
into tanks in the floor containing a mixture of lime and 
other things, which has the effect of softening them. 

{ After they have remained there for a suitable period 
they are taken out one by one, placed again upon the 
stone tables, and scraped with a kind of huge razor to 
remove the hairs. Then they are ready to begin the 
processoftanning. | 

The tanning takes place in a huge hall, the floor of 
which consists of a number of square tanks, containing 
“ soups ” of all colours, from yellow pea-soup and brown 
lentil to a liquid with the complexion of porter. The 
success of the process of tanning depends on a know- 
ledye of the appropriate “soups” for the various 
skins, their composition and the proper rotation of soak- 
ing. The skins remain hung on strings in their soup 
tanks, or tureens (as I suppose I ought to call them), 
generally for a number of days, in some cases for 
several weeks. Men are constantly at work pulling the 
skins out and re-arranging them. 

“That is where the science comes in.” my companion 
said to me, as we turned away. “Now come upstairs 
and taste the soup.” ;

and looked rather like very strong tea. I waited to let 

my companion take the first sip, and as he didn't inake 
a very wry face, but assured me that it was an excellent 
tonic, I tremulously followed his example.

It is made with the bark of oak trees, fir cones, acorus.

The bark is taken in sacks to 
am upper room, where a small army of women is em- 
plo to keep pouring it into a trough and conduit, 
which gradually feed the cutting-machines on the floor 
below. There another crowd of women was attending 
to it at a kind of recziver. where it came out chopped up 
fine. 

The noise of the machinery there baffles description. 
A pitched battle or pand»monium would be silence in 
comparison to it. 

After the skins have bathed long enough in their 
soups, there only remains to dry them with a gigantic 
fanning apparatus and to cut them up into the requisite 
shapes. Some, of course, are also dyed and polished 
before they are ready for the market.
